The usual ad­ 
v ice o f my do cto r is to take 
aspirin, ev ery fo ur ho urs, and 
this has wo rked well 
But last May 1 went to a well 
kno wn clinic fo r a checkup fo r 
a pro blem I had and they 
fo und I had gallsto nes and 
remo v ed the gall bladder. 
With all the tests that 1 went 
thro ugh, no o ne tho ught o f 
making a co agulatio n test. 
Result, during surgery I bled 
pro fusely and the surgeo n had 
quite a pro blem sto pping the 
bleeding. Later 1 was black 
and blue fro m the nav el do wn 
to the butto cks. The aspirin 
pro ducts had thinned the blo o d 
to an ex treme po int 
The 
surgeo n to ld my wife that if 1 
had had the o peratio n fo r a 
sto mach ulcer he co uld no t 
hav e sto pped the bleeding and 
I wo uld hav e passed o n 
It seems strange that so me 
do cto rs will prescribe aspirin 
in large amo unts fo r arthritis 
when the results can be fatal 
o r cause sev ere bleeding as it 
did in my case. 
1 hav e fo llo wed y o ur co lumn 
fo r y ears but canno t reco llect 
any mentio n o f this po ssible

It includes a 20 per cent cutback in 
w'heat acreage and a grain reserve of up 
to 35 million tons. 
“ We are trying to get a grip on the free 
market system to try to make it work 
properly...we want to stop the boom and 
bust cycle where we encourage a young 
man to go into farming this year and 
break him next year,” White said. 
Robert Strauss, another Texan who is 
Carter’s special 
representatives 
for 
trade negotiations, said the nation’s 
economy w’ould benefit from low'ering 
trade barriers. He said, however, that 
Americans have a poor understanding of 
the need for world trade and asked for 
help in educating them, 
Strauss said that if half the jobs 
devoted to foreign trade disappeared, 
unemployment would rise by several 
percentage points. 
But he promised not to return from the 
forthcoming Geneva trade conference 
with a bad agreement. 
‘i ’d rather come home and say I didn’t 
gel an agreement than come home and 
have people say, ‘there is the dunce that 
negotiated a bum agreement’,” Strauss 
said. 
In Tuesday’s session, the governors 
sent Congress a strong message that they 
want deregulation of natural gas prices, 
a stance running contrary to Carter’s 
energy program.

The F.AA 
money is provided through airport use taxes. 
The new airport would be constructed about four m iles east 
of the city on 60 acres of a 260-acre tract adjacent to U. S. 36 
The rem aining acreage would to be used for an industrial 
park nam ed tor P a ul Rupp, Jr., the form er airport board 
chairm an who held that position when planning of the new 
airport began. 
Hupp w as the pilot of the plane that crashed .Aug. 3, 1976 
shortly alter takeoff from the current Chillicothe airport The 
crash resulted in the deaths of Litton, his wife, their two 
children, Rupp and his son. They were ehroute to K an sa s City 
to celebrate Litton’s victory in the Dem ocratic senatorial 
prim ary election.

Milk the not-so-perfect food, pediatrician- educator contends

NP:\V YO RK (A P) - Milk, 
the perfect food, the stuff that 
millions of mothers urge their 
kids to drink because it will 
make them strong, tall, and 
healthy — could there possibly 
be anything wrong with if.’ 
Not just possibly, argues Dr. 
Frank A. Oski, a pediatrician 
and department head at New 
York State University, but 
definitely, .^nd he’s set out to 
prove his case in a book stark­ 
ly entitled, “ Don’t Drink Your 
Milk.’’ 
“ Isn’t it time,’’ he asks, “ for 
the weaning of America’’ “ 


Milk — cow s milk, that is — 
is not natural. Dr. Oski con­ 
tends, except for calves. For 
humans, 
especially 
infants 
and children, cow’s milk is 
linked 
with 
iron-deficiency 
anemia; is a cause of cramps, 
vomiting, and diarrhea; can 
cause allergic reactions like 
nasal 
congestion, 
asthma, 
skin rash, chest infections in­ 
cluding bronchitis, and may 
play a role in the origin of 
arteriosclerosis and heart at­ 
tacks, Dr. Oski says. 
His 
book, 
published 
by 
Wyden Books in August, was 


that the allergy is outgrow n at 
age 2. 
“ It’s unfortunate that Dr. 
Oski has chosen to denounce 
milk drinking at a time when a 
number of nutrition surveys 
have demonstrated that many 
American diets are low on 
riboflavin, 
vitamin A, 
and 
calcium — nutrients abundant 
in 
milk 
and 
other 
dairy 
foods,’’ Kowalski said. “ Most 
health authorities stilt recom­ 
mend eating balanced diets 
with foods from four basic 
food 
groups; 
milk, 
meat, 
fruits and 
vegetables, 
and 
grains.’’ 
Another 
anti-milk 
point 
made by Dr. Oski in his book is 
that the majority of the people 
in the world are “ lactose in- 


toleranl” Lactose is the sugar 
in milk 
v\nen the lacto.se in milk is 
consumed, it must be broken 
down by the enzyme lactase 
before it can be absorbed from 
the intestinal tract into the 
blood 
stream. 
But 
if 
the 
amount of lactose exceeds the 
capacity of the enzyme to 
break it down, the result in the 
intestine is a sense of bloating, 
gas. cramps and perhaps a 
watery diarrhea. 
Dr. Oski said a study at 
Johns 
Hopkins 
School 
of 
Medicine showed that 15 per 
cent of all whites and 7(i per 
cent of all blacks tested were 
unable 
to 
digest 
lactose. 
“ Surveys of the world popula­ 
tions were begun and we now 


know that far more people are 
unable to digest lactose than 
are able to digest it." Dr. Oski 
writes.

counters that no 
other researchers have come 
up with the same results as 
those in the Hopkins study. 
.And he contends that checks 
with health department of­ 
ficials and (}thers involved in 
providing milk for blacks and 
others held t(j be lactose in­ 
tolerant failed to produce such 
evidence. 

Dr. Oski recom­ 
mends against giving any in­ 
fant any cow milk.

Dr. ( )ski also says it is possi 
ble for the infant and child to 
get enough calcium for the 
teeth and bones from other 
foods, such as spinach, sar­ 
dines and other fish. 'One 
helping of spinach contains as 
much calcium as one glass of 
milk," he writes.

Glenn Neitzel, 
32, wa s killed and his wife and 
three children were injured. 


Recently Lo la Ro a ch plea ded 
guilty to W gligent ho micide in 
co nnectio n with the crash. In­ 
stea d o f fining her o r a ssessing a 
jail term, the judge sentenced 
the defenda nt to do 400 ho urs o f 
v o lunteer wo rk at an alco ho l 
tiea tm ent center. She also wa s

But 
the tone of her voice is not 
harsh. Hearing her, one has 
the

that 
her 
thoughts are free-flowing, but 
her concentration 
rarely 
falters. 
Born near the tiny town of 
Half Rock, Mo., Helen Barker 
has led a varied life. She and 
her husband, J.C, Barker, 
have owned a half dozen 
farms in rural Missouri and 
have also lived and worked in 
Des 
Moines, 
Iowa 
and 
Nashville, Tenn. 
Although her work isn’t paid 
for, her time is valuable to 
many. Her work with the 
Retired Senior Volunteer Pro­ 
gram 
(RSVP) 
in 
Grundy 
County began with what she 
called 
"harm less" 
office 
work. 
That was simple enough to 


master 
for 
Mrs. 
Barker. 
After all. she was already 
the tax collector for Tindall, 
Mo., had served during elec­ 
tions in Lincoln Towmship, was
